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REMARKS 

Claims 1-18 are pending. Claims 1-16 were amended to address the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, and to improve their form. New claims 17-18 were added. 
Withdrawal of the outstanding rejections is respectfully requested for at least the reasons set 
forth below. 

No new matter was added. The original specification refers to the present invention in 
the context of being an "IFF apparatus." See, for example, page 11, lines 5-6. New claim 
17 is fully supported by at least the paragraph spanning pages 16-17 of the specification. New 
claim 18 is fully supported by at least the paragraph spanning pages 8-9 of the specification. 

Drawings objection 

Figs. 1, 5 A and 6 were amended to address the drawings objections. 

Objection to Abstract 

The Abstract was amended to conform to the claim amendments and was resubmitted on 
a separate sheet. 

35 US.C. § 112, second paragraph, rejection 

All of the original claims were amended to delete the reference to a "transponder." The 
claims now refer to an IFF apparatus. The IFF apparatus can function as a transponder or an 
interrogating device.
